Simnasho, Oregon, Dec. 6. -Since 
leaving home last August 1 have been 
living in the far West, “Where rolta 
I the Oregon and hears no sound save his 
own dashing." A little more than 100 
! years ago Lewis and Clark, led by the 
I Indian woman, Sac-a-ja-wea, floated 
down the Columbia and thus laid the 
foundation for the exploration of the 
vaHt territory of the Northwest. 

The journey by boat from the Dalles 
to Portland. Ore., is one never to he 
forgotten. <At every bend in the river 
i the scenery changes like the shifting 
J scenes of a panorama. Along the shore 
i in the lowland* it is summer. The air 
I is heavy with the odor of wild rose and 
honey suckle. A little further up in 
the foot- hi li* there are great pines, 
hoary with age. When the lowly Naz- 
arine was upon earth these same pine* 
were upon guard as they are to-day. 

Looking still further up, one beholds 
Mt. Hood and Mt. Adams, so tall and 
snow-clad that they resemble great 
white clouds reaching up into the heav- 
ens. By a mere shifting of the eye, the 
observer is transported from the land of 
summer into the regions of perpetual 
snow. 

As our boat passes a mountainous 
cliff we catch the glint of a wondrous 
cataract which falls for a distance of 
800 feet, four times further than fa- 
mous Niagara. 

But no artiat’s brush has ever caught 
the beauty and sublimity of the Colum- 
bia, which is larger and more beautiful 
than a dozen Rhines; neither can such 
a pen as mine describe it. Oregon is 
truly a great country, vast and unde- 
veloped. The one great draw-back is 
the lack of transportation facilities. 
The entire railroad system of the State 
is held in the iron grip of Harriman. 
Uutil he speaks the word, the State 
will remain undeveloped.
